On  Monday,  May  15,  1995,  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  will  officially  become  one  of  the  sup¬ 
porting  synagogues  whose  name  will  be 
engraved  onto  the  special  granite  Congregational 
Wall  in  the  U.S.  Holocaust  Memorial  Museum’s 
Donor  Lounge. 

Congregants  are  invited  to  attend  a  special  mov¬ 
ing  ceremony  at  the  museum  which  is  being  held 
exclusively  for  Park  Avenue  Synagogue.  At  this 
ceremony,  our  synagogue  also  will  become 
“twinned”  with  one  of  the  great  synagogues  of 
Berlin,  the  Fasanenstrasse  Liberal  Synagogue, 
which  was  destroyed  during  the  Kristalnacht 
pogrom  on  November  9,  1 938,  as  way  to  memo¬ 
rialize  that  institution  and  whaL  it  stood  for.  It  was 
a  synagogue  similar  to  our  own  in  terms  of  its 
philosophy  of  Judaism,  and  its  having  been  of 
equal  prominence  and  size. 

In  1958,  the  ruins  of  the  building  were  demol¬ 
ished  and  a  new  Jewish  community  center  was 
built  on  the  site. 

Here  is  the  itinerary  for  the  trip.  A  bus  will  be 
boarded  at  the  synagogue  at  7:15  A.M.  and  will 
leave  at  exactly  7:30  A.M.  En  route,  there  will  be 
a  stop  for  breakfast  at  8:30  A.M.  (a  box  breakfast 
will  be  provided  and  coffee  may  be  purchased). 
Upon  arrival  in  Washington,  D.C.,  the  dedication 
ceremony  at  the  U.S.  Holocaust  Memorial 
Museum  will  take  place  at  1  P.M.  From  2  to  4 
P.M.,  there  will  be  a  mini-tour  of  the  museum.  At 
4:1 5  P.M.,  the  bus  will  be  boarded  and  will  depart 
at  4:30  P.M.  (Again,  a  box  supper  will  be  provid¬ 
ed.)  The  bus  will  arrive  at  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  about  9:30  P.M.  The  cost  will  be  $90 
per  person.  But,  of  course,  those  who  wish  to 
meet  the  group  in  Washington,  D.C.  can  make 
their  own  arrangements.

Eli  Rosenbaum  To  Speak  At 
Yom  Hashoah  Commemoration 


Eli  Rosenbaum 


Eli  Rosenbaum,  director  of  the  U.S.  Justice 
Department’s  Office  of  Special  Investigations 
(OSI),  the  federal  government's  special  task 
force  for  the  investigation  and  prosecution  of 
Nazi  war  criminals,  will  be  the  speaker  at  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue’s  Holocaust  Commem¬ 
oration  at  7:30  P.M.  on  Wednesday,  April  26.  The 
service  will  be  led  by  Rabbi  David  H.  Lincoln 
and  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz. 

Mr.  Rosenbaum,  who  received  his  law  degree 
from  the  Harvard  Law  School  and  an  M.B.A. 
from  the  Wharton  School  of  Commerce  and 
Finance,  has  devoted  most  of  his  career  to  identi¬ 
fying  and  prosecuting  Nazi  war  criminals.  As  a 
trial  attorney  at  OSI  from  1980  to  1984,  he 
served  as  co-counsel  on  the  case  brought  against 
Archbishop  Valerian  Trifa,  a  wartime  leader  of 
the  Romanian  Iron  Cross,  and  initiated  and 
directed  the  Justice  Department’s  investigation  of 
Arthur  L.H.  Rudolph,  the  former  project  director 
of  NASA’s  Saturn  V  rocket  program  who  fled  to 
West  Germany  in  1984  rather  than  contest  war 
crimes  charges  in  this  country. 

In  1986,  while  general  counsel  of  the  World 
Jewish  Congress,  Eli  Rosenbaum  directed  the 
international  investigation  that  resulted  in  the 
exposure  of  the  Nazi  past  of  former  United 
Nations  Secretary  General  (and  an  Austrian  pres¬ 
idential  candidate)  Kurt  Waldheim.  Mr.  Rosen¬ 
baum’s  outstanding  book  about  this  episode. 
Betrayal:  The  Untold  Story  of  the  Kurt  Waldheim 
Investigation  and  Cover-up ,  was  published  by 
St.  Martin’s  Press  in  1993. 

Mr.  Rosenbaum  returned  to  OSI  as  deputy  direc-

A  Word  From  the  Rabbi 

Some  thirty  years  ago,  in  the  early  1960’s,  Nikita 
Krushchev  closed  the  Grozny  Synagogue  as  part 
of  his  anti-religion  campaign.  The  rather  exotic 
congregation  of  mountain  Jews  found  alternative 
premises,  although  Muslim  fundamentalists 
made  trouble  for  them  later.  The  community 
which  dates  back  some  1 ,600  years  is  now  leav¬ 
ing  Chechnya  for  Israel  because  of  the  fighting 
and  also  to  fulfill  a  dream  that  has  kept  them 
firmly  attached  to  their  faith.  According  to  an 
article  in  the  London  Jewish  Chronicle  recently, 
these  mountain  Jews  live  in  the  Caucasus  area 
which  includes  parts  of  Daghestan  and 
Azerbaijan  as  well  as  Chechnya. 

During  Tsarist  times  they  were  sometimes  pro¬ 
tected  and  sometimes  persecuted.  When  the 
Germans  invaded  the  Soviet  Union,  their  leaders 
convinced  the  occupying  army  that  they  were  not 
racially  Jews  and  some  were  spared.  However,  in 
other  locations,  they  were  executed.  Daghestan 
and  Grozny  survived  as  the  Germans  did  not 
reach  that  far. 

I  remember  hearing  Professor  Herbert  Paper  lec¬ 
ture  many  years  ago  in  Chicago  on  the  “Tat” 
language  written  in  Hebrew  characters  which  is 
the  Iranian  dialect  spoken  by  these  Jews,  and  it  is 
fascinating  to  realize  that  this  is  yet  another  lan¬ 
guage  peculiar  to  Jews. 

The  events  of  the  past  weeks  have  provided  a 
new  impetus  for  our  co-religionists  to  settle  in 
Israel.  In  1948  they  openly  danced  in  the  streets 
in  their  national  costume  and  a  Magen  David 
carved  into  the  handles  of  their  daggers  to  cele¬ 
brate  Israel’s  establishment.

Returning  to  Israel  in  mid- 1987,  Raphael  served 
until  the  summer  of  1990  as  an  advisor  for  infor¬ 
mation  at  the  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs.  In  this 
capacity,  his  responsibilities  covered  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  written  materials  produced  and  distributed 
by  the  Ministry’s  Information  Division. 

In  July,  1990,  Mr.  Raphael  joined  the  Consulate- 
General  of  Israel  in  Los  Angeles,  where  he 
served  as  the  deputy  consul-general  for  three 
and  a  half  years.  Then,  at  the  end  of  December, 
1993,  Tsuriel  Raphael  became  the  deputy  consul- 
general  at  the  Consulate-General  of  Israel  in  New 
York.

The  Food  Pantry  suggests  that  when  you  physically  rid  your  home  of 
hametz,  you  donate  the  food  to  the  Food  Pantry  for  distribution  to  the  hun¬ 
gry  poor  in  our  neighborhood.  You  will  be  performing  a  double  mitzvah  by 
bringing  your  hametz  to  the  synagogue  for  this  purpose.

On  Friday  morning,  April  14th  at  the  7:15  A.M.  service.  Rabbi  Lincoln  will 
conduct  a  siyum  for  the  first  bom.

A  traditional  seder  will  take  place  at  the  synagogue  on  the  first  and  second 
nights  of  Passover,  Friday  and  Saturday  April  14  &  15  following  the 
evening  services. 

The  first  seder  will  be  conducted  by  Rabbi  Elana  Zaiman  and  Cantor  Judith 
Naimark  with  Neil  Robinson  at  the  piano.  The  second  seder  will  be  con¬ 
ducted  by  Rabbi  David  H.  Lincoln  and  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz  and  the 
Synagogue  Choir  accompanied  by  Neil  Robinson  at  the  piano.

Passover  Dietary  Laws 

Prohibited  Foods 

Prohibited  Foods  include:  leavened  bread,  cakes,  biscuits,  crackers,  cereal, 
coffee  with  cereal  derivatives  in  them,  wheat,  barley,  oats,  spelt,  rye,  and  all 
liquids  containing  ingredients  or  flavors  made  from  grain  alcohol.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  most  Ashkenazic  authorities  have  added  the  following  foods  to  the 
above  list:  rice,  com,  millet,  legumes  (beans,  peas,  peanuts;  but  string  beans 
are  permitted).  Some  Ashkenazic  authorities  permit,  while  others  forbid  the 
use  of  legumes  in  a  form  other  than  its  natural  state,  for  example,  com 
sweeteners,  com  oil,  soy  oil,  peanut  oil.  Sephardic  authorities  permit  the  use 
of  all  of  the  above.  Consult  Rabbi  Lincoln  for  guidance  in  the  use  of  these 
products. 

Permitted  Foods 

A.  The  following  foods  require  no  kosher  lePesah  label  if  purchased  prior  to 
Pesah:  unopened  packages  or  containers  of  natural  coffee  (without  cereal 
additives),  sugar,  pure  tea,  salt,  pepper,  natural  spices,  fruit  juices  with  no 
additives  (frozen,  canned,  or  bottled),  frozen  (uncooked)  vegetables  (for 
legumes,  see  above),  milk,  butter,  cottage  cheese,  cream  cheese,  tuna  in 
water  (no  oil  added),  frozen  (uncooked)  fruit  (with  no  additives),  baking 
soda. 

B.  The  following  foods  require  no  kosher  lePesah  label  if  purchased  either 
before  or  during  Pesah:  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  (except  for  legumes 
above),  eggs,  fresh  fish  and  fresh  meat. 

C.  The  following  foods  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label  if  purchased  either 
before  or  during  Pesah:  All  baked  products  (matzah,  cakes,  matzah  flour, 
farfel,  matzah  meal,  and  any  products  containing  matzah),  wine,  vinegar, 
liquor,  oils,  dried  fruits,  candy,  chocolate  flavored  milk,  ice  cream,  yogurt, 
and  soda. 

D.  The  following  foods  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label  if  purchased  during 
Pesah:  Processed  foods  (canned,  frozen,  or  bottled):  milk,  butter,  juices, 
vegetables,  fruit,  milk  products,  spices,  coffee,  tea,  and  fish,  as  well  as  all 
foods  listed  in  category  C. 

Detergents:  If  permitted  during  the  year,  powdered  and  liquid  detergents  do 
not  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label. 

Medicine:  Since  hametz  binders  are  used  in  many  pills,  the  following  guides 
should  be  followed:  If  the  medicine  is  required  for  life  sustaining  therapy,  it 
may  be  used  during  Pesah.  If  it  is  not  for  life  sustaining  therapy,  some 
authorities  permit,  while  others  prohibit.  Consult  Rabbi  Lincoln.  In  all 
cases,  capsules  are  preferable. 

Kashering  of  Utensils 

The  process  of  kashering  utensils  depends  on  how  the  utensils  are  used. 
According  to  halakhah,  leaven  can  be  purged  from  a  utensil  by  the  same 
process  in  which  it  was  absorbed  in  the  utensil.  Therefore,  utensils  used  in 
cooking  are  kashered  by  boiling,  those  used  in  broiling  are  kashering  by  fire 
and  heat  and  those  used  only  for  cold  food  are  kashered  by  rinsing. 

A.  Earthenware  (china,  pottery,  etc.)  may  not  be  kashered.  But  fine  translu¬ 
cent  chinaware  which  has  not  been  used  for  over  a  year  may  be  used  if 
scoured  and  cleaned  in  hot  water. 

B.  Metal  (wholly  made  of  metal)  used  in  fire  (spit,  broiler)  must  first  be 
thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleansed  and  then  made  as  hot  as  possible.  Those 
used  for  cooking  and  eating  (silverware,  pots)  must  be  thoroughly  scrubbed 
and  cleaned  and  completely  immersed  in  boiling  water.  Pots  have  water 
boiled  in  them  which  will  overflow  the  rim.  The  utensils  should  not  be  used 
for  a  period  of  at  least  24  hours  between  the  cleaning  and  the  immersion  in

Finally,  the  committee  requests  donations  of 
Jewish  religious  articles  such  as  Sabbath  candle¬ 
sticks,  menorot,  tallitot,  tefillin,  Passover  seder 
plates,  mezuzot,  and  so  forth  for  distribution  to 
Russian  Jewish  emigres. 

The  Metropolitan  New  York  Coordinating 
Council  on  Jewish  Poverty  will  handle  the  sum¬ 
mer  camp  project  and  the  distribution  of  the  reli¬ 
gious  articles.  The  Yorkville  Common  Pantry, 
located  on  the  Upper  East  Side,  provides  a  full 
range  of  services  to  the  homeless  of  this  area, 
including  hot  meals,  medical  and  social  services, 
clothing,  showering  facilities,  and  a  laundry.

boiling  water.  Metal  baking  utensils  cannot  be  kashered. 

C.  Oven  and  Ranges:  Every  part  that  comes  in  contact  with  food  must  be 
thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleaned.  Then,  oven  and  range  should  be  heated  as 
hot  as  possible  for  a  half  hour.  If  there  is  a  broil  setting,  use  it.  Self-cleaning 
ovens  should  be  scrubbed  and  cleaned  and  then  put  through  the  self-clean¬ 
ing  cycle.  Continuous  cleaning  ovens  must  be  kashered  in  the  same  manner 
as  regular  ovens.  Microwave  ovens,  which  do  not  cook  the  food  by  means 
of  heat,  should  be  cleaned  and  then  a  cup  of  water  should  he  placed  in  it. 
Then  the  oven  should  be  turned  on  until  the  water  disappears.  A  microwave 
oven  that  has  a  browning  element  cannot  be  kashered. 

D.  Glassware:  Authorities  disagree  as  to  the  method  for  kashering  drinking 
utensils.  One  opinion  requires  soaking  in  water  for  three  days,  changing  the 
water  every  24  hours,  while  the  other  opinion  requires  only  a  thorough 
scrubbing  before  Pesah  or  putting  it  through  a  dishwasher. 

E.  Dishwasher:  After  not  using  the  machine  for  a  period  of  24  hours,  a  full 


cycle  with  detergent  should  be  run. 

F.  Electrical  Appliances:  If  the  parts  that  come  into  contact  with  hametz  are 
removable,  they  can  be  kashered  in  the  appropriate  way  (if  metal,  follow  the 
rules  for  metal  utensils).  If  the  parts  are  not  removable,  the  appliance  can¬ 
not  be  kashered.  (All  exposed  parts  should  be  thoroughly  cleaned.) 

G.  Tables,  closets,  and  counters:  If  used  with  hametz,  they  should  he  thor¬ 
oughly  cleaned  and  covered,  and  then  they  may  be  used. 

H.  Kitchen  sink:  A  metal  sink  can  be  kashered  by  a  thorough  cleaning,  and 
by  pouring  boiling  water  over  it.  A  porcelain  sink  should  be  clean  and  a  sink 
rack  used.  If,  however,  dishes  are  to  be  soaked  in  a  porcelain  sink,  a  dish 
basin  must  be  used. 

L.  Flametz  and  non-Passover  utensils:  Non-Passover  dishes,  pots  and 
hametz  whose  ownership  has  been  transferred,  should  he  separated,  locked 
up  or  covered,  and  marked  so  as  to  prevent  accidental  use.
